Just time 
for a bite. You swallow a couple 
of 
sandwiches 
and

beer. Papers thoroughly checked, you 
climb back and wait. And do you wait! 
Six more hours in that train coverine 
50 miles. 
. The dny before I took this train, 
I was at Audin-le-Roman, two miles 
irom Longway, then threatened by the 
Germans. The hospital there is run 
by nuns who were receiving Luxem- 
bourg refugees—women, children, old 
people. 


I saw a 4-year-old kid, his head 


bandaged, in the street with a doll. 
The splinter of a shell had pierced 
his skull. 


A leg wound had put one boy about 


12 in the hospital. Stretched on a bed 
beside him was his father, his sing- 
ed body covered with bandages His 
eyes could hardly bo seen. His other 
son had died of wounds the day be- 
fore, 


Along the road 
from Audin to 


Nancy were endless files of refugees 
carrying bundles; peasants on lumb- 
ering carts, loaded in with mattresses, 
covers, foodstuffs. 


No Time To Wait 


I stopped a mile from a village 


(hat had been occupied by the Ger- 
mans several hours earlier. A French 
officer hurrying past advised me to 
leave. German tanks might crash 
through any moment. Hell, this was 
no time to wait! 


I left the advance line machine- 


gunners behind me. They had reach- 
ed that spot half an hour earlier 
and had dug holes in the ground for 
shelter.

had before it a resolution providing for the first American flag . . . So the 
stars and stripes celebrates a birthday—maybe . . . . 


The fact is there is no proof that Congress ever approved the resolution 


creating the flag, that Betsy Ross made it, that Washington ordered it 
... 


Nor is there proof even that the flag was flown during the American Re- 
volution . . . The more historians dig into the history of the flag the more 
they agree it may not really have come into existence until sometime be- 
tween the Revolution and the War of 1812. 


But with the second war with England it did fly in all its glory . . . The 


record,is straight from that point: that the stars, an ancient symbol of India, 
Persia and Egypt, symbolize dominion, sovereignty, that only Denmark, Hol- 
land, Switzerland have older flags, that a shipmaster one Capt. William 
Driver of S'alem, Mass., first called it "Old Glory," in 1831, and finally that 
the Star Spangled Banner inspired by the flag in 1812 did not officially become 
a national anthem until approved by Congress and President Hoover in

Her name is Eleanor, her husband 


Is Col. Theodore Roosevelt (son of 
the first President Roosevelt) and 
her home is in Oyster Bay, L. I. 


She writes, lectures, directs Girl 


Ecout activities, raises 
funds 
for 


Chinese war orphans, Wins needlework 
gold medals, plays\ hostess to fa- 
mous weekend parties at Oyster Bay. 
She has traveled all over the world, 
shot tigers and gone to war. Now she's 
going into politics. 


Will Go-Campaigning 


She expects to -campaign for 'the 


Republican candidate this fall, speak- 
ing wherever party headquarters rout- 
es her. (Her husband and the Presi- 
dent are fifth cousins, but as you doubt 
less know, they belong to different 
political camps.) 


This Mrs. Roosevelt Is a small Wo- 


man, 
with silvery hair, a soft voice 


and a love of pretty clothes. She 
married young T. R. in 1910 and is 
the mother of four children—a mar- 
ried daughter and three sons. For 
years she played the role of poli- 
tical wife while her husband served 
as Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
as Governor General of the Philip- 
piness and Governor of Puerto Rico. 


Only Scared Once 


Needlework 
is her hobby/ Quen- 


tin, her youngest son, works out her 
designs and she turns out samplers 
and waistcoats which make one-wo- 
man shows and win prizes. 


Some of her world wide activities 


have given the family a few shocks. 
Take the time she went to war. Her 
husband was sent to France in com- 
mand of a regiment of regulars dur- 
ing the last World War and Mrs. 
Roosevelt wanted to go and do war 
work. He said, "No. Too dangerous," 
Find cabled her twice not to come. 
So she went. First thing he knew 
it was when a friend said, "I saw 
your wife in Paris today." 


She remained throughout the war, 


worked in YMCA canteens and leave 
areas and was on hand to' nurse 
her husband when he was wounded. 


In 1926, Colonel Roosevelt went to 


Asia in search of Marco Polo sheep 
for the Field Museum. Mrs. Roose- 
velt joined him In Kashmir for three 
months of big game hunting. Shot a 
couple of tigers and kept her balance 
on an elephant when it ran away. 


She says she's been scared once— 


but that wasn't the time. She was 
scared in 1937, when she and Quen- 
tln, traveling in Shanghai as Sino- 
Japanese hostilities broke out, made 
their escape down the Wang Poo 
River in a little boat. That time, she 
says, she shook. • 


The boat went on to Manila, ar- 


rived in time for an earthquake. That 
night she received a cable from her 
husband: "Next time, you stay hom<j."

Extends to Cotton 


The Whole Nation 
Watches Experiment 


in Memphis

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — King .Cotton, 


who has been fof several yenrs a king 
in rags. Is going to have a shirt to 
his back-fa cotton shirt. 


The cotton surplus, bugbear of the 


south, can't be sold. So the fed- 
eral government Is going to try 
give some of it away. But not out- 
right. Tlie government alms 'to stim- 
ulate sale 'of cotton goods in all 
income brackets, to create soles bte- 
yond the give-away. 


The stamp plan, applied to food sur- 
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uses, is now being applied to cot* 
ft.-' 
If it works, it Wit! be applied tot 
her cities. 


Would Stimulate Buying for 


All 


The i stamp plan In cotton as in oth- 


stirpluses Is cunningly devised to 
mulate the use of the commodity 


all. and not only those to whom 


f is given. It works like this: 
People of WPA or its waiting lists, 


in old-age assistance or Similar pub- 
ic aid, wilt be given a voluntary 
ihance to buy regularly stamps en- 
itling them to buy cotton goods at 
stores. 


Having qualified With their welfare 


jommissions, they buy green stamps 
:or cash. With each, the government 
gives the buyer the same amount In 


to brown stamps. Both arc equally good 


it the stores Of 500 local merchants. 
The merchant sells his cotton goods 
'ov'the stamps, turns the stamps In 
;o the government, which pays him 
cosh for them. 


Since the buyer has already paid 


cash fa th* goy*ftiment fcV'the gTttn 
stamps, ih'e Federal Surplus 'Com- 
modities Corporation is out only the 
face value of the brown stamp*. To 
that extent It has practically bought 
and given away cotton goods. 


If that were oil, It would be easier 


for the government to buy the goods 
direct and give them away, But It is 
hoped that the buying of cotton 
goods by all will be stimulated. Great- 
er volume handled by merchants tend 
to lower costs and prices, thus fur- 
ther stimulating buying by all In- 
come groups. Also tht Incentive of the 
extra brown stamps undoubtedly caus- 
es many to buy green stamps who 
would not otherwise buy any cotton 
goods at nil. 
' 


Buying Must Be on Regular 


-Basis 


The client going along with the 


plan must buy regXilorly. The amount 
is proportioned to the size of the 
family — families of one and two must 
buy at least $2 worth In cash every 
three months, and not, more than $3 


families o! (lv« or more, $4 to $6. 


MenipMs merchants expect nn In- 


crease of $180,000 in cotton piirchhs- 
es the first year from stamps alone. 
More shirts, dresses, towels, . bed- 
ding, handkerchiefs, and, overalls will 
be used by the lowest Incorhe groups. 
If cotton use and cotton buying in- 
creases well beyond the increase due 
to the stamp plan directly, then the 
plan Justifies Iteelf—according to" th<$ 
government's way.of thinking.
